Firemen have struck at Martinsburg and refused to allow new men 
to take their places. Citizens are joining with the mob of firemen 
and releasing men arrested by city authorities, stopping trains and 
obstructing our line, compelling us to abandon trains and thereby 
stopping the operations of the road. Will you please see Governor 
Mathews, to-night, and ask him if he can aid the authorities in 
preserving the peace through West Virginia. We-can employ new 
. men to work our trains, but the strikers will not let them go to work.

To Hon. H. M. Matuews, Governor of West Virginia: 

The trains of this company have been stopped to-night, at Martins- 
burg, by firemen who are disatisfied with the wages fixed by the com- 
pany ; and not willing to work themselves, have driven from the en- 
gines men who are entirely satisfied with the company’s terms. 
Firemen have been taken from the trains by the rioters. Trains in 
both directions are now held at Martinsburg by a mob; the local au- 
thorities of the town of Martinsburg are powerless to suppress the 
riot, which, unless checked immediately may lead to very serious 
consequences. Under these circumstances it becomes my duty to ap- 
peal to you as the Executive of the State to send such military force 
to the scene of disturbance, and adopt such measures as will permit 
the company to transact its business with regularity and safety, and 
free from any interference from the strikers, or their sympathizers.

BALTIMORE, July 17, 1877. 
To Hon. H. M. MATHEWS: 


The strikers have gent committees to enginemen to notify them 
that any man attempting to run a freight engine, would be shot. 

Supervisor Toomey attempted to start with a train acting as engine- 
man, when a brakeman got on his engine, with a revolver, and com- 
pelled bim to give up the engine. 

The Master of Transportation telegraphs that conductors, brake- 
man and enginemen are all in the strike. 

The disaffection is spreading over all the divisions_.on the line, and 
the loss of an hour would most seriously effect us and imperil vast 
interests. As itis so difficult to obtain sufficient local military force 
that can suppress the rioters, do you not think that a call should be 
made by telegraph upon the general government, at once, for addi- 
tional military aid. The Master of Transportation has began back- 
ing off all freight trains on side tracks, as it is impossible to run a 
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train; but with the military force that the government could furnish, 
the rioters could be dispersed and there would be no difficulty in the 
movement of trains. I deem the crisis so serious as to fully warrant 
you in making a requisition upon the general government for troops 


to aid your local military.

Governor Maruews, Wheeling, W. Va.: 

The feeling here is most intense, and the rioters are largely co- 
operated with by citizens. The line of action that I think best of, is 
to try to take some of the principal ring leaders, to have the civil 
authorities to make the arrest, under the protection of the military. 
Our men are very willing to undertake this, but my conferees here-are 
unanimous that it would be foolhardy. The disaffection has become 
so general that no employe could now be found to man an engine, 
even under certain protection. I am satisfied that Faulkner’s ex- 
periment of yesterday was thorough and that any repitition of it to- 
day would precipitate a bloody conflict with the odds largely against 
our small force, Faulkner thinks two hundred U. S. Marines would 
not be in excess of the requirements, I shall not act until I hear 
from you, if you determine to call in Federal aid, better communicate 
with Washington from Wheeling. at the same time having me ad- 
vised from Washington. The railroad authorities informed me, that 
the same condition of things prevail throughout the entire line of ‘road.

The railroad men have held a meeting and sent him word that if he 
attempts to board a train east the train will be torn to pieces. As ho 
cannot unite with us and has no means of protecting himself, L have 
ordered him home, The troops left Washington at ten, the strikers 
are fully advised of their movements. I have had them stopped at 
Harper's Ferry for daylight, as they would probably be mobbed com- 
ming through to night, they number two hundred and five rifles, but 
no artillery, I do not consider this sufficient and have asked Secretary 
of War for one hundred more rifles and two pieces of artillery, in 
which please co-operate with me from your end.

To His ExcELLENOY, Henry M. MATHEWS, 
Governor of West Virginia: 


The undersigned citizens of Keyser, Mineral county, West Virginia, 
respectfully represent to your Excellency, that inasmuch as the in-, 
formation has gone abroad through the publi¢ press and otherwise 
that domestic violence exists in this community which the civil 
authorities are unable to suppress, and that they are unable to exe- 
cute the law, in consequence ot which as we are informed, United 
States soldiers have been stationed at this place, we therefore desire 
to say that no such domestic violence has or does exist, and in our 
opinion the civil authorities are perfectly competent to ‘execute any 
lawful process they may be called upon to execute, and that there 
is peace and quiet in this community, and that so far, the civil 
authorities have not been called upon to execute any criminal pro- 
cess, or tu suppress any violence since the present strike among the 
employes of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company commenced.

In my opinion the presence of the military here could effect no good 
unless in very large numbers, as while our railroad men are peace- 
able, quiet and sober men, they are equally firm in their determina- 
tion that no freight trains shall be run over the third division, and 
owing to the heavy grades on this division, and the mountainous 
country, together with our proximity to the mines where men are in 
such sympathy with the strikers would make it extremely hazardous 
to make such an attempt, and for these reasons this should be the 
last division on the road, on which any coercive measures should be 
used. z
